27. (Presently Amended) The method of claim [10] 76 wherein the acid is selected form 
the group consisting of mandelic acid, azelaic acid, glyceric acid, tartronic acid, gluconic acid, 
benzylic acid, pyruvic acic, ethyl pyruvate, 2-hydroxybutric acid, salicylic acid, and mixtures 
thereof. 

28. (Previously Added) The method of claim 27 wherein the salicylic acid is present 
from about 1% to about 3%.

36. (Previously Added) The method of claim 10 wherein the effective amount of the acid 
is from about 0. 1 to about 5%. 

37. (Presently Amended) A method for treatment of the skin of a consumer comprising 
the sequential steps of: 

a) applying to the skin an acid peel of a first dermatological liquid composition, 
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comprising an effective amount of [a non-neutralized] an acid selected from the group consisting 
of alpha hydroxy acid, beta hydroxy acid and trichloroacetic acid in a cosmetically acceptable 
vehicle, wherein the pH of the first dermatological composition is between about 2.5 and about 
4, and allowing the first composition to dry on the skin; and 

b) neutralizing said first composition by applying to the skin a second dermatological 
liquid composition, comprising an alkaline agent selected from the group consisting of sodium 
bicarbonate and sodium hydroxide, and from about 0.1 to about 10% of at least one 
surfactant/emulsifying agent in a cosmetically acceptable vehicle, wherein the pH of the second
